home. She was a hopeless paralytic, 
unable to move about in the rooms. 
They left her sitting in an invalid's 
chair. 


Returning home late at night Mrs. 


Wiley and her son were horrified to 
find the greater part 
of the house 


reduced to ashes. In the debris they 
found the charred remains of Sarah 
Wiley. 
The interior of the room in 


which she was left was wholly de- 
stroyed, but the position in which the 
charred body was 
found indicates 


that she had been brutally tortured 
and maliciously burned to death By 
some unknown persons.

everything nowadays, but a party of 
Boston sportsmen Lave started on a 
trip which will put their forty horse- 
power motor car to a uuiqno use, says 
a special dispatch to the X«w York 
Tribune. They will use it as a trav- 
eling hunting camp, eating and sleep- 
ing iu it while in the Maine woods. 
Sir. Itoy A. Faye is tbe owner of the 
car, which has been remodeled above 
the chassis to meet the requirements 
for the huutiug trip. A piece of can- 
vas has been sewed to the extraor- 
dinarily large hood, to be extended out 
fourteen feet in front of the machine 
and staked down to the ground, pro- 
viding, with the car, a camp twenty- 
seven and a half feet long. 
This ar- 


rangement is only to be u^od in wet 
weather, however, when a fire may be 
started in a portable stove and the 
cooking done under cover. 


Inside tbe car are four bunks, two 


on each side, made to offset from tbe 
side of the car so that all four beds 
may be made up, straps placed across 
them and then the bunks folded up 
like sleeping car berths. There is a 
pneumatic mattress for L.: '• i>orth. A 
pair of army blankets, a thm rubber 
blanket and a pillow complete the out- 
fit for each berth. 


The driver's beat contains the stor- 


age or dry batteries for Ignition nnd 
for lighting the car. Aa ingenious de- 
vice is used ou the storage cells. A 
small dynamo generates electricity and 
stores it while the car is running, and 
when the car is stopped there is plenty 
of c-urrent for lighting and other pur- 
poses. In the other seat are stored

Roosevelt is heartily in favor of this 
measure. On his recent visit to Porto 
Rico he assured the admiring populace 
that he would do all in his power to 
make them citizens of the United 
States. 


• few years ago, millions of acrec of 
semiarid land in the great west are 
being made iato fertile farms. Money 
obtained from the sale of public lands 
goes into the irrigation fund. There 
are immense areas of swamp or semi- 
swamp land in the United States. This 
land requires only a proper system of 
drainage to make it the most fertile 
agricultural soil in America. It is 
argued by the advocates of the swamp 
reclamation bill that if Uncle Sam can 
nfford to pour water on the desert he 
can afford to drain water out of the 
swamps, the end in view being identi- 
cal in each ease. 


As to new legislation, there seems to 


be some prospect of the introduction

The pres- 


ident, it is known, favors both an in- 
come tax and an Inheritance tax. Ten 
years ago the Income tax plank in the 
Democratic platform and the accom- 
panying remarks concerning the defeat 
of the income tax law by a majority 
of one against its constitutionality in 
the supreme court became something 
of an issue. . Now the ad-ministration 
appears to stand for the enactment of 
an income tax law, and some legisla- 
tion along that line may be expected. 


It is probable also that at this ses- 


sion the advocates of a federal statute 
regulating marriage and divorce may 
succeed in placing this question before 
congress. Though there is a wide di- 
vergence of opinion regarding the 
stringency or laxity of divorce laws, 
there seems to be unanimity in favor 
of a uniform law for all the states and 
territories. This problem, being a very 
delicate one, is not to be settled for 
once and all in a three months' ses- 
sion. The friends of this reform mere- 
ly hope for a good beginning in this 
congress. If the problem conies up at 
all it will be something new under the 
sun in national legislative councils and 
cannot fail to arouse wide interest. 


May Investigate Brownsville Riot 
There is a prospect for a very ani- 


mated set-to in congress over the pres- 
ident's recent order discharging with- 
out honor a battalion of troops in the 
Twenty-fifth United States infantry, 
colored, on account of complications 
growing out of the riot at Brownsville, 
Tex., last August. If the expressed 
purpose of certain individuals and so- 
cieties be carried out congress will be 
called upon to investigate the riot and 
the discharge of the battalion. Those 
who believe that an injustice has been 
done in that innoceat men seem to 
have been made to suffer for the guilty 
have declared their intention of taking 
the matter to congress, while others 
who appear to discover in the episode 
an expression of the prejudice against 
the negro will bring the eternal race 
question to the front and thereby 
evoke some highly Interesting if not 
altogether 
edifying debates. 
There 


seems to be every indication that this 
ghost will not be allowed to down 
without congressional" attention.

,the question that is bothering the legis- 
lative subcommittee of the house com- 
mitted on appropriations, says a "Wash- 
ington special dispatch to the New 
York Times. .Public. Printer .Stillings 
was before the committee the other 
day, nominally to explain his estimates 
for the ensuing fiscal year, but in fact 
unbending a fine line of argument in 
favor of the "dipt" -word style.

And, if neither could 
be done, how much would it cost to • 
regard the desires of both the execu- 
tive and judicial branches of the gov- 
ernment and print all documents in 
both styles of spelling. The end of il 
was that the subcommittee gave it up 
for the day and went home to dream 
out a possible escape from the dilem- 
ma. Meanwhile the draft of the bill 
awaits the further pleasure of the 
meeting.

doubtless testify enthusiastically to the 
benefits of municipal ownership. 


From the above we may deduce the 


following rule for showing a profit: 
First, omit all items of expense that 
can without too much danger of de- 
tection be saddled upon the general 
tax list or other departments; .second, 
charge in as vague a "way as possible 
to new construction as many items of 
maintenance as may be necessary to 
show a large profit. (N. B.-The profit 
must be large to provide for the con- 
tingency of some carping critic discov- 
ering one or more of the concealed 
items of expense and ruthlessly draw- 
ing them forth from their hiding 
places.)

Beth the Penrose and Foraker Prop- 


ositions Acceptable to the Upper 
Branch—Label-Unions Said to Have 
Been Responsible For Defeat of the 
Anti-Compulsory Pilotage Bill. 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The house by 


a vote of 110 to 164 defeated the bill 
of Representative Littlefield of Maine 
removing 
discriminations 
against 


American sailing vessels in the coast- 
Ing trade. This bill, commonly known 
as the anti-compulsory pilotage bill, 
has been the subject of many hear- 
ings in the committee on merchant 
marine and fisheries, and has excited 
great interest throughout the lake and 
ocean shipping regions of the country. 
The result of the vote was a surprise 
to the friends of the measure, who 
openly charged its defeat to the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Many votes 
on the Republican side, however, were 
secured as a protest against the in- 
vasion of the rights of the states. 


After prolonged debate the senate 


adopted the Penrose resoluUpn re- 
questing the president to send' it in- 
formation regarding the discharge of 
the negro troops of the Twenty-fifth 
infantry and also the Foraker resolu- 
tion directing the secretary of war to 
transmit all information in the pos- 
session of his department- on the same 
subject. Both resolutions carried an 
identical amendment by Mr. Culber- 
son asking specifically for the order 
to Major Penrose, commanding the 
troops, which directed him not to turn 
over to the Texas authorities certain 
of the troops demanded. 
, 


Mr. Spooner, who opened the discus- 


sion, took the ground that in matters- 
where congress had an absolute right 
to information in the possession of 
the executive, it had always been cus- 
tomary to direct a cabinet officer to 
furnish-it. This-view was supported 
also by Mr. Foraker, while Mr. Lodge 
quoted precedents to the contrary. 


To lay the foundation for a discus- 


sion of this point Mr. Carter observed 
that "it had .been alleged and not de- 
nied," that the troops in question had 
committed murder in Texas. This 
brought Mr. ForaTcer to his feet with 
an emphatic disclaimer. This allega- 
tion had been denied, he said, and 
much evidence adduced to support the 
denial. 
Mr. Tillman arose to say he 


had read in the papers "an alleged re- 
port" from the secretary of war in 
•which that oflBeial had alleged that 
there was a disturbance and that 10 
or 20 of the troops ~"had shot up the 
town of Brownsville, Tex." Mr. For- 
aker here produced a printed copy of 
testimony in the case which he had 
obtained* at the war department, ex- 
tracts of wliich lie read to show, as 
he said, that it was "unsatisfactory, 
incomplete and of a flimsy character, 
and that no jury In Christendom 
would convict under it." 


Mr. Carter finally secured opportu- 


nity to finish his point, which was in 
support of calling on the president for 
the information.

Siz"ed by Mr. Penrose, who said lie had 
^Introduced his resolution in the jnter- 
~est"of a large negro constituency in 
Pennsylvania and had addressed it to 
the president because the action had 
been taken by the president," and he 
regarded It as a matter of courtesy 
to ask him for the Information. He 
also stated that it had seemingly been 
agreed among senators that both res- 
olutions should be adopted/ 


Mr. Foraker read at length the tes- 


timony furnished by the war depart- 
ment. He said it appeared that mur- 
der, misprlsion of felony and perjury 
had been committed by some one— 
three crimes for the punishment of 
any one of which the constitution se- 
cured to every man the right of trial 
before punishment. He did not re- 
gard it from the standpoint of a race 
question. The right of the president 
to dismiss a man from the army was 
also involved.

Washington, Dec. 7.—Edwin Simp, 


former solicitor of the department Of 
commerce and labor and now federal 
district attorney at Chicago, submit- 
ted to Secretary Metcalf a report on' 
seal poaching by Japanese on the 
Pribiloff islands early last summer^ 
which resulted in the killing- of five 
of the Japanese raiders, the wounding 
of two and the capturing of a total 
of 12 prisoners, including the 
twd 


wounded. The report was made pub- 
lice by Secretary Metcalf. 


"The Japanese pelagic sealing fleet*? 


declares Mr. Sims, "which operated 
in the Bering sea during the sum* 
mer consisted of at least 16 vessels, 
each of which carried a crew of 30 
men and from five to seven small 
boats for sealing. It was only when 
the crews of the schooners landed dr 
attempted to land on the islands (the 
Pribiloff group) that they (the United 
States agents) were able to make ar: 
rests, and those of the Japanese who 
were killed belonged to parties whicli 
were caught red-banded and were at* 
tempting to escape arrest." 
"* 


Mr. Sims reports that five or six of 


the Canadian pelagic sealing fleet op- 
erated in Alaskan waters in May and 
June last during the closed season, 
and that the Japanese fleet took 
sands of seals within the territorf 
waters of the United States surround- 
ing the Pribiloff islands during thi* 
summer. He says the seal herd is 
being'decimated rapidly, and that of 
the 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 seals whictt 
the herd originally contained not 
more than 180,000 remain.

The report contains a graphic de- 


scription of the fights which resulted 
In the death of the five Japaneft» 
poachers and the capture of the other 
12. Chief Agent Lembkey, Assistant 
Agent Judge and two native guards 
captured six men and a boat on July 
16, practically without resistance. The 
men claimed they had come ashore 
for water, but they had a cask of 
water in the boat and no other recep- 
tacle in which to carry that They 
had, however, all the instruments nec- 
essary for the killing and skinning of 
seals 


Attorney Sims recommends that a 


revenue cutter cruise along the Alas- 
kan coast from May 1 to the latter

GONE OUT OF BUSINESS. 


Millions Sunk In Unsuccessful Munici- 


pal Lighting Plants. 


During the p"ast few years at least 


sixty cities and towns in the United 
States have sold, leased or abandoned 
their lighting plants. In a few cases 
they still retain their distributing -sys- 
tem, buying the current from some 
company, but in most instances they 
have gone out of the business entirely. 
A number of other places have made 
unsuccessful efforts to dispose of tneir 
plants. 
. 
As with few exceptions municipal ] 


lighting-plants have been in operation 
but a short time, this is a remarkable 
showing of failure and one, it need 
hardly be said, that is sedulously avoid- 
ed by those who for ends of their own 
are urging other cities to make similar 
experiments. 


As it usually takes some years for 


a city to realize how great a burden 
it is carrying in its lighting plant, it 
is probable that the number of admit- 
ted failures will increase rapidly from 
now on, for, as an eminent electrical 
engineer recently said, "There are al- 
ready indications that a considerable 
number of these rattnicipalities which 
have engaged in improper undertak- 
ings are entering upon a period of 
financial difficulty."
